Free diagnosis of poultery dis- 
eases is available to local farm- 
ers through the Animal Path- 
ologay Laboratory, State Office 
Building No. 1, Sacramento, or 
the Poultry Pathological Lab- 
oratory, 1451 Mirasol Street, 
Los Angeles. 

Diseased birds should be ship- 
ped alive by prepaid express, 
-with an envelop containing, a 
history of the-case attached to 


the shipping crate. Birds should. 


arrive at the laboratory on Mon- 
day through Friday for best 
service on reports. 

A request for a collect tele- 
phone call as, to the diagnosis 
will speed up the reply. Poultry 
experts emphasize the import- 
ance of securing early, accurate 
diagnosis of diseases in order to 
cut down loss. 

In the future, a laboratory 
for poultry disease diagnosis is 
expected to be set up in Fresno, 
it is stated. A location has been 
selected but work has not start- 
ed. 

Seven points 
poultry sanitation 
prevention were discussed by 
W. F. Rooney, assistant farm 
advisor, at a meeting of poultry- 
men recently at the T. Nietham- 

.-mér ranch on West Putnam 
avenue, and, following the dis- 
cussion, the poultry setup at the 
Niethammer ranch was inspect- 
ed. 


Housing, management, breed- 
ing, vaccination, disease control, 
worms and diagnosis of disease 
were covered during the meet- 
ing.

Economical Use 
Of Irrigation 
Water Is Urged - 


Economical use of irrigation 
water, both because of the short 
supply of water this season and 
as a desireable orchard practice 
is urged by H. C. Meith, assist- 
ant county farm advisor. 


Meith states: ‘‘Observations 
indicate that the annual use of 
irrigation water in Tulare coun- 
ty citrus orchards varies from 
less than two acre feet to over 
five acre feet per acre, not in- 
cluding rainfall. Obviously the 
upper figure is too high, entail- 


ing not only the added expense % 


of applying water that is not 
needed, but also the possible 
damaging effects on the trees’ 
roots of over-irrigation. 


“It is especially important to 
do a careful and economical. job 
of irrigating in this year of rath- 
er short water supplies. There 
are various ways of economiz- 
ing on an irrigation program— 
less water per irrigation, less fre- 
quent irrigations, shorter tree 
runs, alternate middle irrigationg 
and the use of fewer furrows per 
tree middle.”

Parlatoria (olive) scale has 

become the No. 1 problem-of pest 

. control in olives in the local and 
Tulare county area, it is report- 
ed by H. C. Meith, assistant farm 
advisor, who .states that it is 
generally considered. the . most 
diffieult to control of the three 
kinds of scale which infest ol- 
ive orchards here. 

Methods. of control, it is stat- 
ed, may be either by. tent fum- 
igation with HCN gas, or by 
summer oil sprays. The other two 
olive scale pests that occur lo- 
cally. are black scale and olean- 
der scale. 

PERIOD EXTENDED 

Fumigation work has usually 
been performed during winter 
months.. This year fumigation op- 
erations are expected to begin in 
the summer, as soon. as it ap- 
pears that the trees are in con- 
dition to stand treatment, and 
the work will be carried on 
through the fall and winter. By 
thus extending the season. of 
work, it should be possible for 
considerably. greater acreage to

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| GRAIN VARIETIES 
SHOW PROMISE IN 
"NURSERY BEDS 


Experimental planting of wheat, 
parley and oats, grown at the 
“Henry Lubking ranch as an 
activity of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension service, were viewed re- 
cently by members of the Farm 
| Veterans Agricultural class of the 
Porterville Union High School ag- 
ricultural department, ‘with Ralph 
Worrell, Assistant Tulare County 
Farm advisor discussing the pro- 
ject and pointing out various ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the 
various grains being grown. 

In the barley nursery, seven 
varieties have béen planted - Calif. 
ornia Mariot, Club Mariot, Rajo, 
Arivat, Vaughn, Atlos and Atlos 
46. In commenting on these, Mor- 
rell pointed out that heavy yields 
of California Mariot are. being ob- 
tained in the Tulare Lake Basin, 
but that this strain cannot be 
rolled. It is ground, however, for 
poultry feed, 

VAUGHN FOR HAY 

Club Mariot, he said, is the com- 
mon variety in this vicinity and 
does well on irrigated land; Atlos 
46, a rust-resistant strain deve- 
loped from Atlos, is the only brew- 
ing barley that can be grown com- 
mercially in this vicinity; the 
Vaughn strain appears to be the 
best for hay and for winter pas- 
ture and considerable promise is 
being shown by the Arivat strain, 
a heavy grain producing variety 
that has been developed in Ari- 
zona. 

In the wheat nursery, five. var- 
ieties are under cultivation - Bart 


Bunyip 41 and Poso 44. It was 
stated that Ramona 44 has been 
developed to a point of high dis- 
ease. resistance with a good yield 
potential and that it reaches mat- 
urity from 10 days to two weeks

; It is to be hoped that an effective working organization 
designed to push improvement of highway 65, will result from a 
meeting of directors of chambers of commerce in the southeastern 
Tulare county arer held last evening in Porterville. 

; This highway, the main route of travel through our com- 
munity, is badly in need of repairs and improvement both north 
and south of Porterville, and, with completion of the Bakersfield 
cutoff, which will run north from Bakersfield and connect into 
highway 65 at Ducor, increased traffic will make this improvement 

~ imperative. 
: Eventually, of course, something will be done about 65, 
but eventually is not soon enough. More than a year ago the com- 
munities of Shafter, Corcoran, Wasco and Hanford got together to 
push their road which parrallels highway 99 on the west as high- 
way 65 does on the east. As a result, action is being taken on 
the west side road now. 

The State of California is making available sums of money 
for highway improvement and construction, The communities that 
are organized to request expenditure of this money will be the first 
to get action on their road-building programs. Remember the old 
saysing, “It’s the squeaking wheel that get the grease?” ; 

An effective, organized action group should come out of 
last evening’s meeting. Call it a pressure group if you will. But 
results are what we want and the cold, practical fact is that the best 
way to get results is through aggressive, organized action.

“WINNERS RAISED AT WOODVILLE 


Fancy Light Brown Leghorns that are among the best in 
the nation are being raised by Dr. M. L. Grimsley, Woodville 
rancher and secretary of the Porterville chamber of commerce. 

Among the 100 chickens that make up the Grimsley flock are 
winners in New York City’s Madison Square Garden show poth 
in 1946 and 1947. The birds are of the -famous James Wasley - 
strain and were shown in the Hast by Wasley, who is a resident 
of Alvarado, California. 

OWN SELECTIONS 

When he started raising the Light Brown Leghorns about 
three years ago, Dr. Grimsley paid $50 apiece for hens and $100 for 
a rooster, At the present time he selects and incubates his own 
eggs and experiments with his own crosses in an effort to improve 
the strain. — - : 

And he believes that his selections have paid off in one 
young cock that he has raised. This bird, although it has not 
been shown as yet, appears to be potentially another national 
winner. 

Dr. Grimsley states that he has not decided whether he will 
show his birds at the California State fair this year, since it 
is doubtful that he will have time to get them in shape. It is 
possible he may place them on exhibit at the Tulare-Kings fair in 
September. 

WINNER DEVELOPED 
: It was in 1918 that Dr. Grimsley took up the hobby. of show 
poultry. He started with Black Leghorns and was.able to develop 
birds that’ were winners in the top Pacific Coast shows. 

His present strain of Light Brown Leghorns came from 
probably the outstanding strain in the world. They represent 22 
years ot selective breeding by Wasley.

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ARTIFICAL RAIN” GIVES PROMISE | 


| OF MORE EFFICIENT LAND USE 


“Artificial rain,” delivered 
through a large-scale sprinkling 
system, seems to be shaping up 
as one answer to the problem of 
more efficient land and water 
use in this area, with one of the 
newest type layouts, the Stout 
Aluminum Portable Irrigation 
system actually in operation at 
the Francis Muller ranch near 
Ducor ‘and a second in the proc- 
ess of installation at the Ray- 
mond MuHer ranch. 


Raymond Muller plans to ir- 
rigate a 110-acre farm with his 
‘system from a well that produces 
only 15 inches of water. It is 
stated that he will be able to 
put the equivalent of two and 
one-half to three inches of rain 
on his acreage in a period of 
22 days. 

Under cultivation by Muller 
are 10 acres of almonds, 10 acres 
of permanent pasture and 90 
acres of wheat and barley. 

COST VARIES 

Cost of the new sprinkling 
system is from $35 to $40 per 
acre under ordinary conditions, 
however, expense of installation 
varies considerably since loca- 
‘tion of pumps and amount of 
rise and fall in land to be cov- 
ered must be considered. The 
system is said to operate effec- 
tively in the rolling land that is 
typical of considerable area near 
Porterville without that land 

- being levelled, as well as in or- 
ehards and on levelled land.

Because the sprinkler system 
places. the water where it is 
needed, it is.a highly efficient 


method -of carrying and spread- 


ing water. The portable pipes 
are moved by hand. ;
